giving below extracts from a letter 
written in 1839 by a prominent 
citizen of Portsmouth to his cousin 
in 
Cincinnati. There is a quaint

Wheelersburg that is refreshing, and 
the volunteer toast mentioned, is 
worthy of being remembered. 


The letter follows, aud it is stated 


on the back that ifc was sent "per 
steam boat mail." 
Portsmouth,O., Sunday, July 7, 1839. 


Bear 
—: I received your letter, 


dated Friday morning, on last even- 
ing, by the band of 
\V. 
Brown 


(saddler). I was pleased to hear that 
you were all well. 
In your letter you 


give an animated description of the 
celebration uf the birthday of Inde- 
pendence in your city (Cincinnati), 
such a one as is glorious for the eyes 
to behold and lovely to look upon. 
I myself spent the day in company 
with many more of our young friends 
at the city of Wheelersburg, where 
tbe celebration particularly resembled 
that of Cincinnati. The procession 
commenced on Broadway and 
ex- 


tended to the new chun-h, at which 
place an oration was delivered bv Mr. 
Bunn. 
We then proceeded (no't ex- 


actly to Tenth street) but, to Enslow's 
meadow, where we partook of 
a 


sumptuous dinner, served up by \V 
Convin in fine style.

ner was over, there were aiany ex- 
cellent toasts drank at the table with 
some of Andrews & He Vey's muscat 
and claret wines.

tbis is not only hard an machinery, 
but necessarily increases l.bi expen- 
ses.

•would neither assume nor guarantee 
any part of the debt. 


The Spaniards replied that this 


placed Spain in a position of repu- 
diating or of reducing the face value 
of the Cuban bonds from 50 to 60 per 
cent, paying only half the stipulated 
interest on the reduced value. 
Before 


they would adopt either alternative, 
they would surrender to the United 
States the entire Philippines. 


Judge Day responded that the sur- 


render of the Philippines would prob- 
ably be demanded irrespective of the 
Cuban or any other debt. 


This, to the Spaniards, the first in- 


timation of the intentions of the Unit- 
ed States as to the Philippines, resulted 
in a whispered conference, followed by 
a request for an adjournment in order 
to communicate with Madrid. Judce 
Day said that President McKinley bad 
Instructed liira to demand the entire 
surrender of Porto Rico.
